The more dearly we have loved them, the 
more we reverence their memories, and do 
what we can to show om: affection for 
them. We like to speak of what they did 
and said during the last hours of their 
mortal life, and we like to visit their 
tombs. 
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4 Introduction* 

We know how the disciples loved JesiiSi 
and how He was loved by His Blessed 
Mother Mary, and we know when He died 
that they must often have visited each 
place where He suffered, where He shed 
His most precious Blood. "There," they 
would say to each other, "our Jesus was 
condemned to death for our sins ; there 
He fell down under the weight of the 
Cross ; there the good Veronica met Him ; 
there He was fastened to the Cross with 
those great dreadful nails;" and so they 
would mingle their sighs and their tears, 
and pray that they might live so free from 
sin in this world, as to be fit to live 
for ever and ever with their own dear 
Lord, in that blessed country where no pain 
can ever come, and where nothing sinful 
can ever enter. 

And this is what we also must try to do. 
We cannot go to Jerusalem and visit all

the holy places, but we can make the 
Stations of the Cross in our own church, 
and even in our own houses. It is a 
most beautiful devotion; it is a most 
holy devotion; it is a devotion which 
cannot fail to bring great grace to our poor 
souls. But grace is just the one thing that 
we want most in this world. We can do 
without money ; for we may be very poor, 
and yet go to heaven when we die, and be 
very rich there. We can do without fame 
or honour ; for we may have great honour 
in God's kingdom ; but we cannot do with- 
out grace. We must have grace to save 
our souls, grace to keep us from sin, grace 
to enable us to resist temptation, and to 
perform acts of virtue. And God is so 
good He will give us grace if we only ask it, 
and one of the very best ways of asking 
grace is to make the Way of the Cross, 
When our good God sees us sorrowing for 
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our sins, as we reflect on what Jfcsns suf- 
fered, He will pardon us. Many of the 
Saints have told us how much God loves 
us to think of the Passion of Jesus. 

How wicked and ungrateful people are, 
who do not think of all that He suffered 
for us ! 

If we have not attended church regularly 
when the Stations are said, let us begin 
to do so now, and let us try to go to 
the church sometimes by ourselves, and 
say them there ; or if we are ill and in 
trouble, or cannot go to the church, we 
can say them at home or in our sick beds. 
If we have a crucifix properly indulgenced, 
we can get the indulgence for saying them, 
but if we have not, let us say them all the 
same, and be sure that God will give us 
great grace in return if we are truly con- 
trite for our sins. 

We are told by St Jerome, one of the 
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early Fathers of the* Church, that Christians 
used to go in crowds to visit the lioly 
places. This devotion always continued, 
and in the fourteenth century special 
charge of the sacred places was giveti to 
the Franciscan Fathers. This was very 
appropriate: for the great and dear St. 
Francis was the ardent lover of Jesus cru- 
cified, and the first Saint who had those 
wonderful marks of the wounds of Jesus 
on his hands, and feet, and side, which are 
called Stigmaia, 

How good God is, and how good His 
Church is to her children ! We may gain 
all the great indulgences which were 
granted formerly to those who visited the 
sacred places in the Holy Land, by making 
the Stations. 

There are no particular prayers pre- 
scribed, but we must try to meditate on 
the Passion of our Lord according to our 
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ability, when we are visiting the Stations, I 

and we must go from one Station to the | 

other, unless we are hindered by sickness. i 

All who are sick, or at sea, or who are law- i 

fully prevented from visiting the Stations in 
a church, can gain the indulgence if they 
have a blessed crucifix, by saying fourteen 
times "Our Father," and *'Hail Mary/* 
and then five times " Our Father," " Hail 
Mary," and "Glory be to the Father," 
ending with one "Our Father," "Hail 
Mary," and "Glory" for the Pope. 
But if we have not a blessed crucifix we 
must still try to gain the grace and bless- 
ing which God will surely give us if we 
perform this devotion with these, or any 
other prayers. 
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Before we begin the Stations we should 
try tp recollect ourselves ; to excite our- 
selves to sorrow for our sins ; to love of our 
suffering Jesus. Let us say the acts of 
Faith, Hope, Charity, and make contrition : 
of Faith that we may believe more firmly 
that Jesus suffered and died for us; of 
Hope that we may confidently expect the 
rewards He has promised to those who 
love Him; of Charity that we may increase 
in that great virtue, and of contrition that 
our conscience may be made pure and 
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clean before we commence this journey of 
love and sorrow. 

Oh, mj God| because Thou art the very 
Truth itself, I believe in Thee, and I be- 
lieve all things which the Catholic Church 
teaches, because she is taught by Thee. 
Oh, my God, because Thou art all power- 
ful, faithful, and merciful, I hope in Thee^ 
and I believe that Thou hast prepared ex- 
ceeding great rewards for those who love 
Thee. Oh, my God, because Thou art 
infinitely good I love Thee, and because I 
love Thee I am sorry that I have ofifended 
Thee, and I firmly resolve, with the assist- 
ance of Thy divine grace, never more to 
offend Thee for the time to come, and 
carefully to avoid all occasion of sin.

(When the Stations are performed in 
public, the priest kneds before the altar 
with the acolyths to say the preparatory 
prayer. The same rule should be observed 
when saying the Stations in the church for 
private devotion.) 

O Divine Jesus, Who hast suffered so 
bitterly for our salvation, we come before 
Thee to honour Thy adorable Passion, and 
to renew our sorrow for sin, and our love 
of Thee. Grant that we may so meditate 
upon these mysteries of love that we may 
be penetrated thereby with grief for our 
sins, while we resolve firmly never to offend 
Thee again. 

We desire to gain all the indulgences 
which are attached to the practices of this 
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devotion, and we join in the intentions for 
which it is offered. 

(It may be well to announce a particular 
intention from the Altar, such as for the 
suppression of intemperance, for the con- 
version of sinners belonging to the parish ; 
each person can also form his or her pri- 
vate intention.)

of God when it is contraiy to our own in- 
clinations. Let us resolve firmly from this 
moment to bear our sufferings patiently, 
and what is sometimes more difficult, to 
obey God*s commands, and the commands 
of the Church, fidthiully, however opposed 
they may be to our sinful inclinations ; 
above all not to let any temptation keep 
us away from the Sacraments, or from the 
duty of hearing Mass on all days of obli- 
gatiom 

My Jesus, mercy ! With the help of 
Thy divine grace I will never offend Thee 
more- 1 am sorry that I have so often grieved 
Thy adorable heart, that I have not tried 
to help Thee to bear Thy Cross by bear-

See ! see ! as He falls to the 
ground how He offers this anguish for you 
and for me.
